Claims 18, 23-27, 43 and 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Selim et al. (Oriental Journal of Chemistry (1994), 10(3), 199-204). The claims read on the 
compound of RN 168429-64-9 which corresponds to the instant claims when in the claims R 
represent pyrrolyl and R 1 represents phenyl, (see CAS abstract for structure).
